Absence of Internal 


Communication Evident 


WRIU, the campus radio station, is operating 
on a budget, $890 of which is from Student Senate 
tax funds for 1966-67. In the past three years it 
has used more than $10,000 in Senate tax money 
for equipment and organization of the station. 

WRIU is one of the largest and most important 
student organizations on campus. Yet when more 
than 54 per cent of the members of that organiza- 
tion demand an investigation by the Dean of Stu- 
dents and submit a list of 15 grievances including 
seven alleged constitutional violations, the station 
manager tells a BEACON reporter, “This is not a 
news story.” 

The entire student body of the University has 
a right to know exactly what is going on at WRIU. 

The Dean of Students and the Student Senate have 
a moral, if not legal, responsibility to conduct open 
investigations into the alleged violations and grie- 
vances immediately. 

It is premature to suggest all results these in- 
vestigations may show. At the same time, a definite 
weakness in the organization's operation is apparent. 

The organization’s adviser says that he was un- 
aware of any unrest until Dean Dambruch called him 
April 19. This shows an apparent lack of communi- 
cation between the staff members and their adviser, 
unless we are to assume that there was no undercur- 
rent of dissatisfaction before that day. Perhaps the 
grievance committee is at fault for not bringing its 
case to Mr. Norman, or it was unaware of any un- 
rest until the grievances were formally presented. 
The latter is hard to believe. 

An adviser should make himself aware of the 
full operation of an organization’s business, internal 
as well as external. 

Had the organization's executive board, adviser 
and staff members maintained better communication 
among themselves, they might have avoided or solved 
their internal problems before they became the con- 
cern of the University community. 

The Student Senate and the Dean of Students 
should take action to assure that the organizations 
under their jurisdiction have active and sincerely 
interested faculty advisers.

Last Tuesday evening, Roger 
Carlsten, a member of Phi Mu 
Delta fraternity, appeared be- 
fore.a meeting of the Inter-Fra- 
ternity Council and informed the 
members of the situation, He 
distributed petitions to fraternity 
delegates, urging them to gain 
support from their fraternity 
brothers. 

On October 16, 1983, while on 
guard duty at a U.S, Army Hos- 
pital in. the. Dominican Repub- 
lic, PFC Gene Barboza shot and 
killed a Dominican youth, whom 
Barbora thought was trespass- 
ing on Army territory. 

Barboza fired a warning shot, 
but aimed wrong and killed the 
man. 

Barboza was tried for first de- 
gree murder, then through the 
efforts of former RI. Lt. Gov 
Edward P. Gallogly, Barboza’s 
civilian defense attorney, the 
punishment was reduced to dis- 
honorable discharge, 20 years at 
hard labor, and loss of all pay 





Mr. Calsten took an interest in 
the case, to have the decision 
appealed.
